Copy of a Letter from His Exorllencv the Lord Lieutekant of Ireland, to 
Earl Spencer.

Mv Lord, 

H .-W'IXG felt it my duty, in confequenee of the Rci>ort of the Coramiflioners 
of Enquiry, appointed by an Act of the laft Sellion, and of the authority vefted 
by that Act in the Lonl Lieutenant, or otlier Chief Governor or Chief Governors of 
Ireland, for the time being, to fiifpcnd '.he Corpomtion of Dire6tors and Commiffionei-s 
for paving, clcanling, and iigliting tlie City of Dublin ; I think it right to give your 
lAtrdlhij) the carlieft information of the coiufe I have taken, in order tiiat no time may 
be loft, after the llejiort has been printed, in calling tlie attention of Parliament to the 
lubjc^t. 

Tlie ftatc of the Dublin Pavement, and the great inconvenience whicli has been 
felt in conlcquence of the delays wliich took place, from caules which it is unneceffary 
to enumerate, in obtaining from Parliament the necclTary powers to inveftifrate tlie 
proceedings of tlic Paving Board, which under the A8; of the Parliament of Ireland, by 
M'hich it ^va3 conftituted, was not amenable to anv exifting authority in this country, 
render it very defimblc that fome permanent ami effectual mealure (hould be adopted 
in the couiie of the prelent Seflion. 

llic Report of the Commiffioners of Enquiry, which reflefts gi-eat credit on their 
diligence and attention, as it will undoubtedly fliow the necoffity of an early remedy, 
will afford much ufcful infoiniation, as to tlie nature of the mealure wliicli it may bo 
proper to recommend. 

I was at firit inclined to believe, that the mode adopted in London and M'’efrminfrer, 
of managing the jiaving and lighting by pariflics and diftrifts, under Commiflioners 
chofen from the refident houfeholders poirdfmg a certain property, would have beeit 
applicable to this city, and might have been equally eliectiial and fatisfaftory. But as 
there are fome dilti-icb in this city where fuch a f}’ftem could not l)c conveniently 
adopted, tlie Commiflioners of Enquiry, M'hole opinion I conlkler perfefflv dilinterefted 
and entitled to have great weight, are dilpoled to recommend the oftabliflnnent of a 
Board, confilting of not more than tliree pcrlbns, lelc6ted with reference only to their 
fitnels for the apjiointment, and afiifted by a prafitical fujierintcndcnt to dire^ the dif- 
ferent works. 

At the fame time that I fufpencled the Corporation for paving, &c. I appointed, 
under the powers vefted in me by the Act, five perliins, being reildent houfeholders of 
this city, to exercife the powers of the fonner Board, and to direct and fu]>Ci'intend the 
expenditure of the fum of ta'cnty ihouland jiounds, which the Act provides for, and 
which will be neceflarily applied to the immediate rcjiair of the pavement of tlie fircet.s 
upon an improved iyltem. 

I cannot conclude, without adverting to the 16th claule of the A6t (45 Geo. 3d, 
chap, n 2) which makes the Commiffioners who are now a6ling, liable to all claims 
againft the late Paving Corporation ; and which induces me to hope that tlie atten- 
tion of Parliament may be called to this fubjeft in iufficient time to jirevent the per- 
fons who have gratuitouily taken upon tliemfelvcs a laborious duty for the advantage of 
the public, from being expoled to the anxiety or danger of litigation.
